That in the manner of handling ex- 


plosives reform^ a~re needed that wl!i

United States Bureau of Mines in a 
bulletin reviewing the work ol the 
waitirae regulation of explosives, just 
issued. The United States, says the 
author. Dr. Charles E- Monroe, Is prac- 
ticallytthe only civilized government 
in the *"orld thit fails to exercise pe1*- 
manenTiy a national supervision .over 
the manufacture, storage and use of 
explosives, and under peacetime con- 
ditions it is easier to obtain explosives 
in this countiy than in any other. 
Some of the states have no laws of 
any kind relative to explosives, while 
in most other states any Quantity ct 
explosives may he freely obtained for 
any purpose. 


Large stores of explosives have been 


found by the Bureau, oC Mintt within 
the limit? of cities and towns -where 
an explosion might have caused loss 
of life, Hirib and property. 
Pow'iyr 


magazlne-s are in many cases of im- 
proper construction, not proof against 
fire or bullets, and without guard 
protection. 


Not a tew accidents to children have 


b<^n> attributed to tje careless man- 
ner in which powder magazines aro 
locked or secured, and to the abandon- 
ing of explosives in quarries and ex- 
cavations. " Occasionally, miners have 
taken frozen explosives home for the 
purpose of thawing them otit, and have 
blown up themselves and their horn*"*. 
There have been instances wh era 
state convicts used dynamite in tbeir 
work on the piLtKc roads, left It hid' 
den, 
and, when their terms have ex- 


pired, recovered the explosive an-I 
used it for safeblowin; or other crimi- 
nal purposes. The wholesale destruc- 
tion of fish "by the 
dynamiting of 


streams is a corn-man offense. 
The 


protection of eminent citizens and o£ 
property against bomb outrages is a 
matter closely connected /with proper 
explosives regulation. 


Explosives are fundamental necessi- 


ties of modern civilization, and their 
uses in industry are so varied and 
extensive that tbeir safe disposition 
and employment Is a matter of capital 
importance to every 
citizen.

economy and efficiency in use, it is 'm- 
peratlve that explosives should be 
readily accessible. 
As a result they

merchandise, and in the absence o' 
regular-oil and supervision, may

Harry Brown, the builder 
and former owner, is being inaugur- 
ated this week, 'The means employed 
Is a, especially designed 
an*!

structed a fiteel barge 350 fe~et in 
length, 45 breadth of beam, with a 
corresponding depth of 
hold, 
ami \ 


which.' has a carrying 
capacity of 


1,800 
tons, equivalent to 45,000 bush- 


els under the old-s'^Ie of measure- 
ment. "\Vlicn empty the barge draws 
three feet of water, and when loaded 
it is said the top oE the coke will be 
26 feet above the water level. 


This new craft is fitted with thir- 


teen bins or hoppers, each of which 
Is a. water-tight compartment fitted 
with a steam syphon which csn he 
used in case of accident to any one 
of the bins, and which will guarantee 
the safety of the craft. 


The Initial trip of this mammoth i 


'barge was made last week in tow of 
th« steamer Collier, from the Alicia 
ways above Brownsvilfe, \.o the new 
coal hoist of the PHtsburg Steel com- 
pany located a short distance below 
Lock No. 4. It was found that 
ths 


electrical outfit at the Alicia 
ways 


was inadequate for testing the power- 
ful apparatus which has been install- 
ed on the craft for loading and un- 
loading purposes, and it was thought 
foest to take it to the Moneasen dockrff 
where ample power is available for 
testing out all the details in connec- 
tion with the operation of this floating 
'plant. 


The flrsl trip with a loaded barge 


was made this week. The coke was 
loaded on to the barge by means of 
the electrical machinery Installed for 
that purpose. 


This barge wipi its outfit wag or- 


iginally designed by Capt. \V. Harry 
Brown before relinquishing his vast 
coal holdings to the PHtsburg Steel 
company. 
It was intended to make !t j 


a self-propelling craft, but after tbe' 
steel company obtained possession of 
the craft they abandoned the latter 
idea and the "barge will be transport- 
ed by power other than Us own.
